the way of dairy and livestock products. 
The National Resourees Board, in a report 
‘ently made public, shows that living stand- 
ls such as those of 1929 would require 
iv around 42,000.000 acres of wheat per 
ar, assuming that we have average vields. 
sit if we raised those living standards to 
e “adequate’’ level shown in the chart, we 
mld need less than 34.000,000 acres. This 
vear, 1937, we will try to grow between 60,- 
00.000 and 70,000,000 acres of wheat. 

Higher living standards for the American 
people wouldn't help the producer of surplus 
wheat. 

But higher standards would help the pro- 
dueers of corn and hogs. When folks have 
more money to spend for food, they eut down 


on cereals and buy more meat. If we had no 
exports, and kept folks on the 1929 level of 
income, we really wouldn't need more than 
60,000,000 acres in corn. If we went up to the 
“adequate” level, we would need 
80,000,000 acres. This vear we will plant be- 
tween 40,000,000 and 100,000,000 aeres. 

Higher living standards for Americans 
would still leave corn and hog producers with 
a surplus problem, tho a much less trouble- 
some one than at present. 

If living standards were raised, dairymen 
would be left with an actual shortage. Wheat 
and corn and hog farmers would have to start 
milking cows. On the basis of 1929 standards, 
we need only about 26,000,000 head of dairy 
cattle to supply our needs. We have 1.000.000 
less than that now. But if we raised living 
standards to the *‘adequate’” level, we would 
need about 40,000,000 head. 

Higher living standards would almost don- 
ble the demand for dairy products. The sur- 
plus problem in that field would disappear. 
That answers briefly our first question: 
Would the American people want to eat this 
surplus even if they could buy it?’ Now for 
the second: ‘* Would they be able to pay a 
price that would maintain farm income?’ 

That depends largely on city pay-rolls. To 
secure an ‘‘adequate”” diet, average income 
would probably have to be hiked around 50 
per cent higher than in 1929, and be much 
more evenly distributed, 

Pav-rolls now are about 90 per 
1923-25 average, and of below 1929. 
They wonld have to go considerably beyond 
the 1929 average it possible for the

Is a Fair Swap Possible? 


Naturally, the only way consumers can pay 
for farm products is by trading and 
serviees for them.

LOOK AHEAD 


Next fall, if we have normal weather, a 
corn surplus like that of 1935 and a price 
drop like that of 1935, there will be mass 
meetings of farmers in every county de- 
manding corn loans. 


Why not hold those mass meetings now? 


The question of corn loans is being settled 
in congress this winter by the action of the 
senate and the house of representatives on 
the president’s bill for reform of the su- 
preme court. 


If the court is “unpacked,” if the dictator- 
ship of the conservative majority is ended, 
farmers can expect reasonable commodity 
loans next fall, backed up by a production 
control program in 1938. 


Neither will be possible if the present con- 
servative majority of the court stays in 
power. 


If farmers wait until fall to stage their 
protest, they will be too late. Show con- 
gress now that the corn belt demands action 
at once to protect future corn loans and the 
rest of the farm program.

HANG TOGETHER 


Four years ago, the farm organizations 
of the nation united to support a farm pro- 
gram, put it thru congress and had it ap- 
proved by the president. 


Last month, representatives of farm or- 
ganizations met again to make new recom- 
mendations for a program to replace the 
one destroyed by the present majority of 
the supreme court, and to strengthen the 
conservation program, which is threatened 
with destruction by the present majority of 
the supreme court. 


This new program, supported by repre- 
sentatives of the Farm Bureau, the Grange, 
the Farmers Union and other farm groups, 
demands, among other things, commodity 
loans as a part of the ever-normal granary. 
And the program also asks “benefit pay- 
ments to effect diversion in production when 
the ever-normal granary program is found 
in any year to be insufficient to keep pro- 
duction in line with effective demand and 
protect the income of the producer.” 


This, of course, is the principle of the old 
AAA, which six judges of the supreme court 
declared unconstitutional. 


This new farm program, including pur- 
chase of marginal lands, production control, 
commodity loans and crop insurance should 
be put in force. It can be if two questions 
are answered right: First, will farmers stick 
together and work for this program instead 
of wasting their energies on a dozen minor 
bills? Second, will farmers take action now 
to see that the new program doesn’t meet 
the fate of the AAA at the hands of the 


supreme court? 


If farmers want what they say they want, 
they can get it. But they will have to hang 
together, and they will have to win the su- 
preme court fight.

Pot Roast Hash

Peeled potatoes baked with a roast 
are frequently dry and tough unless 
they have first been parboiled for 
ten to fifteen minutes. The low tem- 
perature which brings out flavor in 
the best meat is too slow to thoroly 
bake the starchy potato. But left- 
over roast makes the world’s best 
hash, and pot roast hash is at the 
top of the list. (And you can’t beat 
hash made from freshly cooked po- 
tatoes.) 

Prepare a medium sized pot roast 
of beef by rubbing with flour, brown- 
ing in plenty of fat and then season- 
ing and simmering very slowly in a 
small amount of water until tender. 
Piace a fair sized onion and a few 
celery leaves in the pot during the 
cooking. Reserve about two cups of 
meat, and dice. Dice six raw pota- 
to-s and boil for seven minutes in 
salted water. Drain. Place three 
tablespoons of suet and butter in an 
iron skillet. Add meat and drained 
potatoes and salt and pepper to taste. 
Brown in hot fat, turning gently 
from time to time with pancake tur- 
ner. Add one-half cup of juice, cov- 
er and simmer very gently on top of 
stove or in oven until liquid has 
evaporated. Turn, brown, dot with 
butter and serve.—G. E.

New Feeds for Poultry 


Plan for a patch of proso this year 
for the poultry. Proso is also known 
as hog millet, broom corn millet and 
Russian wheat. It an enormous 
yielder in northern Missouri and ma- 
tures a crop in a very short time; 
our plantings in July were ready to 
harvest in less than sixty days. It 
grows more rapidly, stands a lot of 
hot, dry weather, and matures more 
quickly than other grains; reaches 
a height of three to four feet, stools 
and branches, making twelve to 
twenty heads instead of one, one 
head having as many as 1,185 grains 
by actual count. That is why it is 
an enormous yielder, yielding up to 
sixty or seventy bushels per acre. 


is 


Proso makes extra fine poultry 
feed, fully the equal of wheat. (It 
is also an excellent hog feed. It may 


be fed either as clean grain or in 
bundle form, as the kernels are read- 
ily scratched out of the heads. By 
all means, try a small sowing; you 
will be surprised at how much feed 
a plot 100x100 feet will produce. 
While you are at it, try some giant 
sugar mangels. Even two rows, each 
150 feet long, in the garden, will 
yield enough to provide succulence 
for a small farm flock all winter. I 
have raised and fed them to poultry 


for the last four years. In the late 
summer or fall, the tops are fine 
green feed for poultry that has to 


be penned or is without access to 
greens. 

They are easily harvested, as they 
protrude well out of the ground. 
They grow larger than regular sugar 
beets, have a very high sugar con- 
tent and are well relished by poultry, 
cattle, swine and sheep. I store them 
in a straw lined hole dug in the 
ground on a south slope. None has 
ever frozen. If one has enough room 
in a cave or root cellar, all the bet- 
ter.—Mrs. E. B. Gorton, Nodaway 
County, Missouri. 


Brooder House’ Litter 


Chicks should have from one to 
two inches of litter on the floor, to 
serve an insulation from = cold 
from below, advises G. E. Annin, of 
the Wisconsin experiment station.
